before the murder which had the 
effect of permiuing the assassin, 
after he killed Dr + King, to leave 
the scene tmdetected; and that 
those in the FBI who said thöt 
they wanted Dr. King 10 die uere

Mombers of Congress, par- 
ticuJariy the Black Caucus. are 
now considering this information 
and may demand in the near 
future ö full-scale. independent 
investigoüon. 

Recently, Mark Lane inter- 
viewed Arthur Murtagh. a former 
FBI agent who retired after more 
than 20 years with the Bureau, Me 
had worked for many years in the 
FBI's ALlanta office.

The inteJligence squad

of the country as they v ie wed 
Khrushchev. this group in the 
Bureau was out to get King and 
there was great camaraderie 
among them,' Murtagh said- 
"They said to me many, many. 
many times that they would get 
KJ.ng. ,, lt w r as this inlelligence 
squad that Hoover assigncd to 
investïgate King s death. 

On ApriU. 1968,MartinLuther 
King. Jr.. wtis murdered. Accord- 
ing to the official account he had 
been assassinatetl by a lcsne 
gunninn. James Karl Ray. 

Ray escaped from a Missouri 
prison in April, I967.andtraveled 
iMttensively throughout the Ü.S.. 


Canada and Mexico, spending 
large suma of money. Then. 
mexplicably, he suddenly decided 
in early April , 1966. to assassinale 

King. 

Roy, according lo the FBI, 
iirnved in Memphis carly in the 
moming of April 4 and rented a 
room across the streel from 
w'here King w-as staving Around 
6 p.m. that day he fïred one shot 
from the bathroom of his second 
story room, hitting King who w r as 
standing on the balcony of the 
Lorraine Motel across the strekt^ 
He then ran out of the rooming 
house and fled in his white 
Mustang 

This mept five-time loser, we 
are to believe, wras then able to 
elude the FBI for over two 
months. somehow securing Lhree 
pssaports and thousands of dol¬ 
lars. He was Finally picked up in 
England at London s Hesthrow 
airport, 

To nail down their theory of a 
lone assassin, then U.S. Auomey

We are advocates of the abolition of war, we 
do not want war; but war can only be abolished 
through war, and in order to get rid of the gun 
it is necessary' to take up the gun . 

People all over the world are now discussing 
whether or not athird world war will break out. 
Dn this question. too, we must be menially 
prepared and do sotne analysis. We sUtnd 
fïrmly for peace and against war, But if the 
imperialists insist on unleöshing anothvr war, 
we ahould not be afraid of it. Our attitude on 
this question ts the same as our attitude 
towords any disturbance: first, w f e are against 
it; second. we are not afraid of it. The tirsl 
World War was folio wed by the birth of the 
Soviet Union with a population of 200 mtllion. 
The Second World War wns followed by ihe 
emergence of the socialist camp with a 
cnmbinéd populalion of 300 million. If the 
imperialists insist on launehing a third world 
war, it is ceitain that several hundred million 
more will turn to sociolism, nnd then there will 
not be much room left on earth for the 
imperialists; it is also likely that the whole 
structure of imperialism will utterly collap^e. 

Mak© trouble, fail, tnake trouble again. fail 
again. . .till thetr doom; that is the logïc ol the 
imperialists and all renctionaries the world 
over in dealing with the people h s ranse, and 
they will never go against this logk'. Thi.s is i 
Manist law When we 9&y "imperüilism is 
ferocious,' we mean that lts nature will nè\ r 
change, that the imperialists will never lay 
down the Lr butcher knives. that they wil] never 
become Buddhas, till theirdoom, 

Fight. fail, fight again, fail again. Rght 
again. . .till their victory; that is the logic of the 
people. and they too will never go against this 
logic. This is another Marxist law The Russian 
people’s revolution followed this law, and so 
has the Chinese people‘s revolurion.

James "Yoioo" Smlfh 
Aworded $276,000 

(Washington. D.C.) - ïn a 
decision that [ilerally rocked ihe 
foundations of professional foot- 
ball, United States District Court 
Judge William B. Bryant ruled 
here last week that the National 
Football League 's (NFLI annual 
draft of college phiyers is illegal 
on the grnunds that jt vidaies 
federal antitrust laws. 

The historie decisïon by Judge 
Bryant upheld the claim by Jim 
"Yazoo" Smith, a fïrst-mund 
selectïon by the Washington 
Redskins in 1967, that the draft 
illegaJly restrained his right to 
borg ai n effectively for bis fuif 
market valué since it bound him 
to only one NFL team. 

In his ruling, Bnant dedared: 
"The owners agreed among 
themselves that the right to 
ncgotïate with each top quality 
graduating college athlete will be 
nhocaLed to one team and Ihal no 
nther team w ilJ deal with that 
person. 

’This outright. undisgnised 
rcfusal to deal constitutes a group 
boycott in ïLs classic anti nsost 
pemicious form. a device which 
has long been eondemned as a 
per se viokition of the antitrust 
lows/' 

Bryant called the NFL draft 
“ absolutely the most restrïctive 
one imaginable/ stripping col¬ 
lege players ”of any measure of 
control over the marketing of 
their taJents/'
